‘“‘All who bear the name of REPUBLI- 
CAN and STATE RIGHTS’ men.” This 
looks like a union of parties at any rate, if 
not a union of government and the public 
purse.

He calls this the leading principle. What 
has all this to do with the safe-keeping of 
the public money. This may be a reason 
for the divorce, bot not for the eafety of the 
treasury from licentious men. 

Mr. Calhoun never mentions the word 
“Sub Treasury,” nor treasury, io his letter. 



















Once he mentions an “Independent and 
Constitutional treasury.’’ He confines him- 
self to the word Government and banks, 
keep “the Government and baoks sepe- 
rate.” From all this we must cooclede 
that he means Government is to have the 
sole control of the public money. If this 
be not “despotism,” what is it? It is a 
union of the purse and the sword. The 
President is the commander. in-chief of our 
armies: make him commander. io-chief of 
the treasury, and there is an end to liberty. 
This is what the party want—universal 
sway. But, as Senator Preston says, let us 
take experience for our guide; what hap- 
pens oace may happen again. 

What did Government do with the pub- 
lic money when it took it from the. S. 
Bank? It placed it in banks selected by it- 
self. Here the party had free access to 
it; took it out when they pleased, until the 
banks stopped payment. What next? Spe- 
cie circulars were issued, and the collectors, 
postmasters, and receivers of money for the 
sale of public lands, were made the Sub- 
Treasurers, :hey held the deposites. What 
did they do with it? they kept it, aod Con- 
gress had to be called, to enable the Secre- 
tary to issue treasury notes, or the wheels 
of Government must have stopped. . But we 
must refer tothe Secretary himself for proof.
